Fire broke out in .the . old Bid well, 
where Mr. Whitman was warden 
many years ago. The lives of oO 
prisoners" were endangered. "Ma 
Whitman leaped to the role of mar- 
shal," shouted her commands thru the 


cellhouse, restored order, helped ex- 
tinguish the -flames—all 
without 
a 


single casualty." 
Once she presided, over the prison 


when h'er husband was ill. 


The stereotyped "sob. stuff" that 


usually overcomes 
her - sentimental 


sisters in prison reform doesn't regis 
ter at all with "Ma" Whitman. 


Can Tell Imposition. 


"She is much shrewder than I am 


in detecting when one is imposing 
"upon her," testifies her husband, the 
warden. 
Is this attitude effective? The war- 


den's quarters are crammed to every 
nook and cranny with portraits, paint- 
ings, ornamental boxes, trinkets anc 
bric-a-brac, fashioned out by men in 
their spare moments for. the prison 
regent—"Ma" Whitman. 


ATI all-pervading faith- inspires her 


in her work.. And it is this implicit 
trust which she reposes in the men 
which accounts for their admiration 
for her.

EVANSTON.-IU., Jan. 16.—Univer-! 
sities for students of law grade intel- 
ligence are needed in the present sys- 
tem of education. President Walter 
Dill Scott of Northwestern university, 
believes.

Capper has been repeatedly men- 


tioned as the farm bloc's candidate for 
the presidency. His recent purchase 
of a string of farm papers in the east 
was regarded by some watchful poli- 
ticians as a move to provide a strong 
weapon for his reported presidential 
candidacy. 
It is known that Capper has written 


some of his closest friends telling 
them he does not intend to allow the 
presidential bee "to buzz around him."

Thirteen times under ttte surgeon's 
knife tell a story of sacrifice and un- 
selfish devotion to duty rarely equaled 
in the history of medicine.

ists Glamis castle is the scene about which 
Shakespeare 
laid 
the 


tragedy of his "Macbeth." The castle is a short distance from tne 
famous B'rnam Wood, the moving of which against the castle warned 
the Thane of his coining doom. Nearby is the blasted tieath where 
Macbeth' met the witches and was told of having been created by Dun- 
can Thane of Cawdor. A few miles farther on is Cawdor castle.

a «hort hall where Lady Macbeth is said to have received information of 
KinE Duncan's proposed visli. IE a small apartment with, an ante- 
chamber the king was slain by Macbeth whose coat of mail still hangs 
in the great hall, just outside.

Discussing the 1922 state fair Mr. 


Damelson says: 


"Our 
financial report for the past 


year will.-show a deficit of $9,980 95, 


The actual fair receipts for the year 


were $131,576.38 and the cash balance 
on hand the first of the year was 
$27,126 97 making total receipts of 
1158,703.35. Our fair expenses were 
$130,166 34, which should leave us a 
cash balance of S28.637.01 at the close 
ol the year. Instead of this cash 
balance we find a deficit of $9,980.95 
This is caused by taking from our 
treasury $32,444.61 for maintenance 
of tae grounds and $6,114.40 for per- 
manent improvements, making a total 
for these two items of $37,559.01. 


"Your board is doing with 
this 


deficit, due to the same conditions, as 
they have done with those ot previous 
jears, namelv, borrowing money and 
giving their signatures in the name of 
the boaid. Never has the board ap- 
peared before a legislature and asked 
ror a icimbursement when we were 
laboring with a depleted treasury. It 
is not our intention "to maks any re- 
quest for a reimbursement now. 


"In order to eliminate any such oc- 


curences iu the future and remove the 
necessity for the men constituting 
jour executive board to financially 
carrj the^maintenanee and improve- 
ment of state property, we are asking 
the state—thru the legislature—to ap- 
propriate a sufficient sum to properly 
maintain its property and take care 
of the ever increasing minor Improve- 
ments that must be added from year 
to year to take care of the natural 
growth of this institution. 


"We are hopeful that the jstate fair 


treasury wilF-h^relieved ^oT'this urain , 
ior 
maintenance and 'the- present' 


legislature_wiU^njake sufficient appro- i 
prlatloh lOTJroperly careTtot this state 
property. 


"The boys and girls of Nebraska

families the privilege of staying with 
us thru the week or. at least, the best 
part Of fair week. 
"In closing, let me express my ap- 


preciation—and that of the board—for

MEN AND THINGS 


ABE MARTIN 


The debate between several esteemed cltlzena over 


whether the state has a right to levy an Inheritance tax 
merely proves there Is nothing new even In taxation. 
Turn to Plato's dialogs and read the one between the 
legislator and the citizens. Said the citizens: "What, 
may we not dispose of our own to .whom we please? 
Gods, what cruelty that It shall not be lawful for us. ac- 
cording as we have been served and attended in our 
sickness, in our old age, In our affairs, to give more 
or less to tHose we have found most diligent about us, 
at our own fancy and discretion!" 


To which the legislator answered: '1, who make the 


laws, am of the opinion that you neither are your- 
selves your own nor Is that yours of which you are pps-> 
sessed. Both your goods and you belong to your fami- 
lies, as well those past as those to come; but further 
your family and goods much more appertain to the pub- 
lic. Lest any flatterer in your old age or your sickness, 
or any passion of your own- should unseasonable prevail 
with "you to make an unjust wifl, I shall take care t& 
prevent that inconvenience; but, having respect both 
to the universal interest of the city and that of your 
particular family. I shall establish laws and 'make it 


, by good reasons appear that private convenience ought 


to give place to the common benefit" 


B. G. Maggi, who Is receiver for a bankrupt mortgage 


company, would like to have the " attention for a mo- 
ment of those who are such firm advocates of taxation 
by benefits. His company has a $250 mortgage on a 
$1,000 lot in' east Lincoln. It .was good security when 
the loan was made. Since then the city has laid paving 
on one side at. a cost oi' $200 and paving in front at a 
cost of .$450 and a sewer back of it. at a cost of $200. 
According to the benefit theory that lot ought now to be 
worth at least $1,850. The most that Mr. Maggi has 
•been offered is $1,000, the original 'valuation.' There- 
fore, he has abandoned the lot to the city, since he 
would have to put up $850 to save his $250 mortgage, 
and then would have only a $1,000 lot on his hands.

Many 
a story has had ais its central theme the disinclination 
of the poor young man to wed the rich young woman IMS 
loves. Now thus spake Montaigne four hundred yearn 
agone: "Those who dissuade us from rich wives for 
fear they should be .less tractable and kind, aVe out In 
their 'advice to make a man lose a real commodity tor- 
so frivolous a conjecture. It costs . an unreasonable 
woman no more to pass over one reason than another; 
they cherish themselves most when they are most 
wrong. Injustice 'allures them, as the honor of their 
virtuous actions. does the good; and 'the more ricnes 
they bring with them, they are so much the more good- 
natured, as women who are handsome 'are all the more 
inclined and proud to be chaste."

When the federal government meaning the repub- 


lican administration, cut down the surtaxes on incomes, 
every democrat in the neighborhood set up the claim 
that it was an act of favoritism to the rich, and that it 
was done so that they might not pay such a large part 
of their incomes to the support of the government The 
other day we saw a set of figures, presumptively official 
and correct, which shows that the government is get-

rich persons withdrew their money from productive 
enterprises and put it Into tax exempt^ securities, an» 
when the surtaxes were cut they took it out of tax 
exempt securities and put it back into productive enter- 
prises. In- both cases the reason was the same, they 
made money by doing so. 


A Buffalo woman who belongs to that type that finds 


a good time to mean cards, booze and late . suppers, 
was robbed in»New York the other week of half a mil-' 
]ion dollars worth of jewels. A group of luck seekers 
were held up in a gambling house in Chicago .and 
robbed of thousands in cash. A fashionable road house, 
which means a tavern where the lid is off and no ques- 
tions asked of anybody at any time, was raided oy 
bandits the other night and the patrons robbed of $25-- 
000 in cash and jewelry. Banditry is Ufcely to prove 
more powerful than good sense in restoring the moral 
balance of the people.
